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1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicants 
regard as the invention. More particularly, the structure of 
this newly amended claim is found to be confusing, particularly 
with respect to the phrase "components have differing heights 
above said circuit substrate", which is found to be vague, 
indefinite and confusing with respect to the structure that may 
exist. 

3. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over either Yamaguchi or the Chomerics 
Products literature at page 43, each taken in view of Peterson, 
substantially for the reasons set forth in paragraph No. 7 of 
Paper No. 0911, together with the following additional 
observations. The Examiner would initially like to note that 
Peterson discloses organosiloxane compositions which can serve as 
useful coatings and encapsulants, and which are inherently 
electrically insulating. With respect to applicants' remarks, it 
appears that applicants consistently argue each of the references 
individually and fail to take into account that a combination 
rejection is being relied upon. As regards applicants* contention 
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(Response, page 5 , bottom paragraph) that Yamaguchi discloses the 
presence of heat inductors that can include a small hole 23 it is 
noted that the reference teaches (e.g., column 6, lines 17-21) 
that it is not necessary for a small hole to be present, and in 
any event it is well known in the art that the presence of 
apertures would impair thermal conductivity and so if to maximize 
the thermal conductivity is desired, one would naturally try to 
eliminate the presence of such holes. With respect to the 
dependent claims, these parameters are again believed to be, if 
not either expressly or inherently disclosed, obvious 
modifications to one of ordinary skill, in the absence of 
unexpected results .
